AMERICAN TRADE BIBLIOGRAPHY 
IN RECENT YEARS. 

When Frederick Leypoldt crowned his bib¬ 
liographical work with the great “American 
Catalogue’' of “books in print or for sale” in 
1876, there had been previously little attempt 
.at systematic American bibliography, except 
the work done from scanty material and with 
inadequate methods by Roorbach and his suc¬ 
cessor, James Kelly. Mr. Leypoldt was him¬ 
self an apostle of the new era in bibliographi¬ 
cal and kindred work which began with the 
centennial year, noteworthy not only for this 
achievement, but for the great Government 
report on libraries, the starting of the Libra¬ 
ry Journal, and the foundation of the Ameri¬ 
can Library Association. It was not given to 
him to see his work completed beyond the 
initial volumes, but it is really the continuance 
of his work that has produced the successive 
volumes of 1876-84, of 1884-90, of 1890-95, 
and now of 1895-1900. which last completes 
his system with the century. 

The original volume of the “American 
Catalogue” included publications from 931 
publishers, and in the 834 pages of its author- 
and-title volume recorded about 70,000 entries 
.aside from those in the 456 pages of the sub¬ 
ject volume. The first periodic volume, cov¬ 
ering the eight years 1876-84, recorded books 
from 1553 publishers, in 446 pages of author- 
and-title alphabet, including about 22,000 
books, with 30,000 entries, and 221 pages of 
subject alphabet; and appendixes giving 


United States Government publications, pub¬ 
lications of literary and scientific societies, 
and books published in series. The six-year 
volume, 1884-90, included books from 1700 
publishers, in 584 pages of author-and-title 
alphabet, recording 28,000 books with 37,000 
entries, and 225 pages of subject alphabet; 
and appendixes covering U. S. Government 
publications, state publications, publications 
of societies, and books in series. The five- 
yearly volume, 1890-95, included books from 
1649 publishers, in 499 pages of author- 
and-title alphabet, recording 25,000 books 
with 32,000 entries, and 251 pages of sub¬ 
ject alphabet; and appendixes covering U. 
S. Government publications, state publica¬ 
tions, publications of societies, and books in 
series. The present and final volume, cov¬ 
ering four-and-a-half years, from July 1, 1895, 
to Jan. 1, 1900, includes books from 1666 pub¬ 
lishers, in 559 pages of author-and-title al¬ 
phabet, recording 27,500 books with 35,000 en¬ 
tries, and 301 pages of subject alphabet, with¬ 
out appendixes, since these had in the mean¬ 
time been otherwise provided for by the more 
complete official cataloguing of national pub¬ 
lications and by the separate bibliographies of 
“State Publications” and of “Publications of 
Societies,” issued from the Office of The Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly. It had been the intention 
to make successive volumes for five-yearly 
periods, but the books issued from 1876 to 
1880 were in some measure covered in an 
appendix to the original volume, actually com¬ 
pleted in 1880, so that the first supplementary 
volume (including this material) covered the 
period 1876-84, and it was not till the last 
decade that the regular five-yearly period 
was reached. The latest volume covers only 
four-and-a-half years, because it seemed ad¬ 
visable to stop the series with the imprint 
years 18[00] and to include only those books 
of 1900 imprint which were actually pub¬ 
lished in 1899, leaving 1900 books proper to 
begin the new series of catalogues. When the 
variant number of 3 r ears of each volume is 
taken into account, it will be seen that the num¬ 
ber of publishers, of pages, and of books, has 
steadily increased from the beginning of the 
periodic volumes. It is a fortunate outcome 
that new methods have made possible another 
form for the catalogue system from 1900 on, 
for this increase in the requirements of the 
record in future five-yearly periods, partly 
owing to the increase of publications and 
partly to increasing range of record, would 
have made pecuniarily impossible the con¬ 
tinuation of the catalogue on the present scale. 
The original catalogue, as was recorded in the 
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preface of a later volume, had cost $27,622, 
while the returns when the last set of the orig¬ 
inal was sold at double the published price, 
amounted to but $27,321, somewhat increased 
later by sales of additional copies of the sub¬ 
ject volume; while the later volumes, 1890- 
95) 1895-1900, have not covered, and are 
scarcely expected to cover, actual cost. The 
support for bibliographical enterprises in this 
country is still limited, and other causes have 
combined to limit the sale of the latest issue 
of this work. The quarto form, broad mar¬ 
gins, and other suggestions of luxury, have 
called forth some criticism as unnecessary 
features in a trade bibliography; but the 
sufficient justification was the desire of Mr. 
Leypoldt to produce a work which in its ex¬ 
terior relations should both satisfy his typo¬ 
graphical ideals and be of an evident physical 
value justifying the price which the outlay 
in the work of compilation required. 

Mr. Leypoldt had, so early as 1869, com¬ 
menced an annual American catalogue, which 
tor 1870 became part of his “Trade Circular 
Annual” of 1871, was for 1871 again indepen¬ 
dently printed, and thereafter for some years 
was included as a part of the “Uniform Trade 
List Annual” or “Publishers’ Trade List An¬ 
nual,” as it has since been known. This com¬ 
bination of publishers’ trade lists into one 
huge volume, of which the 29th issue is now 
in preparation, marked an achievement for the 
book trade by Mr. Leypoldt only second in 
importance to the “American Catalogue.” So 
early as 1847 there had been published in 
New Hampshire “The American Booksellers’ 
Complete Reference Trade List,” which re¬ 
printed (instead of binding together) the lists 
of books of individual publishers, and in 1869 
Mr. Howard Challen, of Philadelphia, in his 
“Publishers’ and Stationers’ Trade List Di¬ 
rectory” had bulked together publishers’ cata¬ 
logues in their original shape; but it was not 
until Mr. Leypoldt revived and carried for¬ 
ward the idea that the enterprise became a 
practical success. That-success led to the 
development of similar enterprises in England 
and in continental countries. Whittaker’s 
English “Reference List” adopted the smaller 
twelvemo form of the English trade lists and 
prefaced these with a short-title index, wffiich 
proved of so much convenience to the trade 
that there were many suggestions for the in¬ 
clusion of a similar index within its American 
progenitor. Such a plan was several times 
considered, but three definite reasons stood 
in the way. The American work had always 
appeared annually in time for the fall season, 
with the publishers’ catalogues of mid-year. 


while the English work had been published at 
irregular periods and delayed for a full year 
because of the index. The American clien¬ 
tele for bibliographical work has never been 
so large as the English, despite the increasing 
number of libraries in this country, and the 
actual cost of compiling and printing such 
an index could not be covered without an in¬ 
crease or indeed multiplication of price of the 
“Trade List Annual” and the possible limita¬ 
tion of its circulation. Finally the publication 
of such a title-a-line index as was proposed 
might seriously interfere with the support of 
the better bibliographical work of the “Ameri¬ 
can Catalogue” and make impracticable its 
continuance, for “the good is the enemy of 
the best.” For these reasons the plan of pub¬ 
lishing either an index to the “Trade List An¬ 
nual” or a more comprehensive index was 
deferred from time to time until the ground 
should be more clear. 

Meantime the desire for a new index to 
books in print met with response from two 
quarters. Mr. George F. Danforth, librarian 
of Indiana University, had planned, from the 
library point of view, an “ Tn Print’ Index of 
American Books,” which he proposed to pub¬ 
lish or continue quarterly, and he issued an 
interesting prospectus, covering in an author 
title-a-line entry the size, date, publisher, in¬ 
dication of binding, and price .(regular Dr 
net). Mr. H. W. Wilson, of Minneapolis, 
who had already begun the publication of his 
periodic “Cumulative Index,” also announced 
his “United States Catalog” of books in print, 
and issued specimen pages of an author index 
on somewhat different lines from the other. 
Mr. Danforth brought his enterprise to the 
attention of the Office of The Publishers’ 
Weekly, with a proposal that this office should 
undertake its publication. Careful compar¬ 
ison in this office of the specimen pages of 
Mr. Danforth’s and Mr. Wilson’s rival enter¬ 
prises resulted in showing that each lacked 
a proportion of the entries found in the other. 
The final outcome was a combination between 
the two enterprises, resulting in the “United 
States Catalog” in its present form. 

This substantial volume, prepared under the 
joint editorship of Mr. Danforth and of 
Marion E. Potter, editor of the “Cumulative 
Book Index,” and published by Mr. Wilson, 
to whom the credit for it is largely due, has 
already been found extremely useful, both to 
the book trade and to libraries, for its compact 
presentation of books in print in the 739 pages 
of its author index and 361 pages of title in¬ 
dex, representing the wide range of publishers 
included in 15 pages of publishers’ directory. 
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There is a definite convenience in the clear, 
bold-faced author name, followed by the title- 
a-line entry of books, in the first alphabet, 
which offsets many of the criticisms as to 
sins both of commission *nd omission that 
might be made from a higher bibliographic d 
standpoint. The publisher in his preface 
frankly states (though without reference io 
Mr. Leypoldt’s pioneer work) that his cata¬ 
logue is intended to supply the need of an in¬ 
dex such as is found in Whittaker’s “Refer¬ 
ence Catalogue/’ and here again it is true 
that '‘the good is the enemy of the best,” for 
the doing in this manner for 1899 (the exact 
date is not made evident) the work which 
Mr. Leypoldt did for 1876 has made more 
difficult, especially from the side of pecuniary 
support, the making of an index of higher 
bibliographical standard. Mr. Wilson has 
stated in his circulars that this work has re¬ 
quired the services of twenty compilers for 
more than a year, which at a low average 
rate would represent an outlay of $10,000 for 
compilation alone—another illustration of the 
high cost of bibliographical work and the dif¬ 
ficulty of obtaining for it adequate support. 
Mr. Wilson is continuing and supplementing 
his main volume by an annual publication, as 
well as by his monthly cumulative index. 

The bibliographical system of the Office of 
The Publishers’ Weekly, developed continu¬ 
ously from Mr. Leypoldt’s earlier plans by a 
process of evolution, has endeavored to meet 
the demands of the trade to the fullest ex¬ 
tent within the limits of practical possibility. 
It started years ago the cumulative feature of 
merging its weekly record into its monthly 
list, and these lists again into the annual in¬ 
dex. The main body of its annual catalogue, 
as thus cumulated, was made first from pho¬ 
tographic reproductions of pasted entries, then 
from electrotypes tacked upon page blocks, 
then from the types themselves, preserved 
from week to week until the end of the year. 
The modern development of the linotype proc¬ 
ess has made practicable additional cumula¬ 
tive features, of which advantage will be 
taken in the five-yearly catalogue due at the 
•end of the five years current, and it may be 
timely to repeat the statement of the plan 
now in hand. The weekly record, making 
entry by full title according to the rules of the 
American Library Association, with supple¬ 
mentary descriptive notes in nonpareil, forms 1 
the basis of the entire system. This does not 
attempt to include such books as directories, 
trade catalogues, and the like publications, 
hitherto excluded from the American Cata¬ 
logue system, nor books in cheap series. Gov¬ 


ernment or State publications, or publications 
of societies, except where individual publica¬ 
tions emerge from these classes into distinc¬ 
tive literary or trade importance. These 
classes it is intended to include in supple¬ 
mentary nonpareil lists, which have yet to be 
developed into a more complete record in 
their respective fields. It covers importations 
only so far as they are imported in editions, 
others being included in a similar nonpareil 
list. The catalogue does not attempt subject- 
indexing, except so far as titles are themselves 
subject-entries or give subject-clues by slight 
inversion of their wording. The weekly rec¬ 
ord, as preserved in linotype, is massed into 
the main alphabet of the Annual Catalogue, 
and, without the nonpareil notes, will again be 
massed as the main alphabet of the five-yearly 
volume. To this record an index is supplied 
in the monthly list—which is now cumulated 
from month to month, in such wise that the 
January list appears twelve times in the course 
of the year—comprising entry by author, by 
title, by subject and by series, a system which 
literally enables the seeker to find in the one 
alphabet the specific information he desires, 
or to refer to the full details given in the 
original or full title entry. This twelve- 
month cumulation becomes the second part 
of the Annual Catalogue, and finally the second 
part of the five-yearly volume. Thus the 
work of recompilation for successive years is 
avoided and the work of preparing the larger 
volumes is confined to editing proper. 

Complementing this series is the “Pub¬ 
lishers’ Trade List Annual,” arranging books 
in the order of publishers’ catalogues, duly al- 
phabeted, a work which has become of stan¬ 
dard reliance throughout the trade. To com¬ 
plete an ideal system of the book trade bibli¬ 
ography there is chiefly needed an index by 
author, title and subject, such as Mr. Leypoldt 
projected and carried through for 1876, of as 
high bibliographical standard but condensed 
and improved according to the best modern 
methods, by which a work in print at the be¬ 
ginning of the century can be instantly found 
and by which, with the successive five-yearly 
annual and latest monthly lists, a book can be at 
once traced. The new system adopted for the 
spring and fall announcement lists permits 
ready reference to books announced, without 
confusing their record with books already 
published. The publication of a work of this 
kind, whether as an index to the “Publishers’ 
Trade List Annual,” or otherwise, has been 
covered in part by the issue of the “United 
States Catalog” by Mr. Wilson, and is, of 
course, made more difficult because the pos- 
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sible support for such enterprises is now 
somewhat divided; but the office to which the 
traditions of Frederick Leypoldt’s bibliograph¬ 
ical ideals and endeavors has been committed 
still feels pledged to do for the book trade all 
which can practically be accomplished for it. 
and with the united support from the trade 
and from libraries much more may yet be ac¬ 
complished than has so far been achieved. 


In preparing for our Educational Catalogue 
we conveyed to educational publishers a sug¬ 
gestion which had been made to us that it 
might be well to include in the key to pub¬ 
lishers the code telegraphic address used by 
the several publishers. Our suggestion has 
been met, however, by the criticism that 
where there is no charge, as in domestic tele¬ 
grams, for the address there is .nothing to be 
gained by use of the code word, intended pri¬ 
marily for cable correspondence, and that 
there is in fact some added trouble in looking 
up the code wond in writing and telegraphic 
order, as well as at the receiving end. We 
are disposed to think, indeed, that little would 
be gained by the inclusion of such a feature. 

A more useful plan would doubtless be a 
code name or symbol for educational books, 
or. indeed, for books generally, through which 
the trouble and cost of ordering by telegraph 
might be greatly lessened. Code words for 
the whole line of educational books were made 
a feature of the Educational Catalogue a 
dozen years ago, but the appreciation and use 
of them by the trade seemed scarcely suffi¬ 
cient to justify the outlay of time and trouble 
requisite in keeping such a code up to date. 
We are glad, however, to give place to the 
suggestion of the revival of such a code, and 
should be glad to hear from the retail trade 
how useful they would consider such an addi¬ 
tion. 


HAND RULING IN OLD BOOKS. 

“Has attention ever been drawn to ihe fact 
that the ruling of lines in old books is done 
by hand? That this was the case,” says 
Notes and Queries, “is proved by the frequent 
unevenness of the work. Here and there one 
can see that the ink gave out before the line 
was ended. Almost all the title pages of sev¬ 
enteenth centurv sermons are hand ruled, the 
page being set, as it were, in a frame In 
some cases the ruling is carried through the 
volume in this fashion. I may cite as exam¬ 
ples the 1623 and 1632 Shakespeare Folios, 
Sydenham’s ‘Sermons’ (1637), and Wases 
dictionary (1662). In the last instance the 
pacre is ruled into three columns. This work 
must have been done aftefl* the printing, 
while the book was in sheets, ? and it must 
have employed many workmen.” 


BOOKSELLERS OF OTHER DAYS. 

Edward Marston, of Sampson Low, Mars- 
ton & Company, Ltd., has been writing a se¬ 
ries of “Sketches of Booksellers of Other 
Days” for the London Publishers' Circular, 
which has now been brought out in book form 
by the firm of which he is senior member. 
Since the death of George Murray Smith 
Mr. Marston is the oldest London publisher, 
and he considers himself the link between the 
publishers of to-day and the booksellers of 
the eighteenth century, of whom he has made 
such readable sketches. The booksellers he 
has chosen are Jacob Tonson, 1656-1736; 
Thomas Guy, 1644-1724; John Dunton, 1659- 
1733; Samuel Richardson, 1689-1761; Thomas 
Gent, 1691-1778; Alice Guy, wife of Thomas 
Gent; William Hutton, 1723-1815, and James 
Lackington, 1746-1815. Mr. Marston’s late 
partner, Sampson Low, was a youth of twenty 
when his last two subjects, William Hutton 
and James Lackington, died in 1815, and Mr. 
Marston himself was born not many years 
afterward. In bringing the sketches together 
in a book Mr. Marston has added interesting 
matter, which for lack of space did not ap¬ 
pear in the serial issue. He has also suc¬ 
ceeded in obtaining portraits of all his sub¬ 
jects, which in themselves are a most val¬ 
uable part of the book. The. sketches are 
written with rare understanding of the con¬ 
ditions of the days of the celebrated book¬ 
sellers and with a warmth of tone that make 
them most fascinating. The pretty little book 
is a distinct contribution to trade biography.

V. Pierson, editors, “Contributions to Miner¬ 
alogy and Petrography;” Prof. F. A. Gooch, 
editor, “Research Papers from the Kent 
Chemical Laboratory of Yale University;” 
Prof. H. L. Wells, editor, “Studies from the 
Chemical Laboratory of Sheffield Scientific 
School;” Prof. C. S. Hastings, “Light;” Prof. 
A. J. Dubois, “The Mechanics of Engineering, 
vol I.;” Prof. W. J. Giibs, “Elementary Prin¬ 
ciples in Statistical Mechanics;” E. P. Wil¬ 
son, “A Short Treatise on Vector Analysis.”

The famous manuscript literary diary of 
President Ezra Stiles, extending from 1769 
to 1795, will also be edited by Prof. F. F. B.

THE INTERNATIONAL YEAR-BOOK. 

This compendium of the world’s progress 
during the year 1900 is edited by Frank 
Moore Colby, with Harry Thurston Peck, of 
Columbia University, as consulting editor. 
Owing to the unusual importance of the year’s 
political record the year-book for 1900 has 
been extended somewhat beyond the limits of 
preceding volumes. The chief interest of the 
year centred in China and South Airica and 
in the American presidential campaign. The 
number of new biographies required was very 
large, and the death list included Ruskin, 
Nietzsche, Martineau and Argyll. State legis¬ 
lation and municipal government have re¬ 
ceived special and excellent attention. Spe¬ 
cial articles sketching briefly the progress of 
the century as a whole in art. science and lit¬ 
erature have been written for the latter part 
of the volume. Harold Jacoby writes of as¬ 
tronomy, Charles B. Davenport of biology, 
Samuel' Macauley Jackson of religious devel¬ 
opment, Heinrich Ries of geology, Albert 
Warren Ferris of medicine, Marcus Benja 
min of chemistry. Charles S. Hill and M. N. 
Baker of commerce, industries, communica¬ 
tions, etc., E. L. Zalinski of military and 
naval progress, Samuel McCune Lindsay of 
sociology, N. I. Stone of political economy. 
E. B. Titchener of psychology, Evander 
Brander McGilvary of philosophy, Herbert 
T. Wade of physics, Frank Fowler of art. 
George W. Kirchwey of the development of 
private rights, J. A. Joffe of continental lit¬ 
eratures. Albert White Vorse of English and 
American literature, S. Strunsky of history, 
and George F. Bowerman of library develop¬ 
ment. The maps are fine and the volume is 
generously illustrated. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

POSSIBILITIES OF A UNIVERSAL COPY¬ 
RIGHT LAW. 

In the Fortnightly Review for May, Mr. G. 
Herbert Thring has a paper on “International 
Literary Copyright—Its Possibilities,” in 
which he discusses the ideal of international 
copyright legislation from the author’s point 
of view, viz., copyright “ world wide and,time 
long” in a universal copyright law. Mr. 
Thring makes some sweeping analysis of the 
divisions of copyright legislation, and some 
sweeping generalizations also. Incidentally 
he speaks of “the position of a country like 
the United States that comes forward half 
way and no further, like the savage with the 
top-hat and top-coat of civilization, but with¬ 
out the breeches.” As a practical method he 
puts forward the suggestion “that it would be 
well that a universal law, approved by all the 
delegates of the Berne Convention, should be 
drafted at their next meeting. It should deal 
with all the above headings (referring to the 
writer’s previous analysis) and with any other 
points that might be necessary. When agree¬ 
ment has been reached on one point, that 
agreement should be promulgated. If no 
agreement was possible, the point should be 
set aside for subsequent settlement. No obli¬ 
gation should exist on the part of any of the 
countries represented to enforce the legisla¬ 
tion suggested; but the law so drafted should 
serve as a model with which all nations, when 
revising their copyright legislation, should 
strive to be in accord.” He concludes: “Let 
then all petty boundaries be set aside. Let 
some simple, grand, universal law be drafted, 
and act as a lode star towards which all copy¬ 
right legislation should tend.” 

DECISION IN DAILY STORY PUBLISHING 
COMPANY CASE. 

Judge Kohlsaat announced at Chicago 
June 5 an important copyright decision to the 
effect that the omission of copyright notice 
by the person entitled by lease to use copy¬ 
right material does not give others the right 
to appropriate such material for their own 
use. The case was that of the American 
Press Association seeking an injunction to 
restrain the Daily Story Publishing Company 
from suing customers of the former who had 
used a story owned by the Daily Story Pub¬ 
lishing Company. The reported details are not 
quite clear, but the understanding seems to 
have been that the Daily Story Publishing 
Company owned a copyright story of which 
it leased the rights of publication; that one 
of the papers thus leasing and using the story 
failed to print with it the usual copyright no¬ 
tice; that the other papers used this story 
without paying for it probably as sent up by 
the American Press Association: that when 
the Daily Story Publishing Company under¬ 
took to protect this copyright by suing these 
men the American Press Association endeav¬ 
ored to intervene in the interests of their cus¬ 
tomers, but, as has been noted, without result. 
The pith of the decision seems to be that the 
omission of the copyright notice by person 
other than the regular proprietor does not 
vitiate copyright. 
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RESOLUTION ADOPTED AT LEIPZIG. 

The Publishers’ Congress, in session at 
Leipzig from June 10 to 13, adopted a resolu¬ 
tion to have its debates on the copyright con¬ 
ventions between the United States and Euro¬ 
pean states issued as a memorial, and to sub¬ 
mit them to the American and European gov¬ 
ernments. The American publishers offered 
to lay the memorial before the typographical 
union. The congress hoped that the United 
States would subscribe to the Berne Conven¬ 
tion at no distant date, and in the meantime 
expressed a special desire that the additional 
clause to the bill of March 3. 1891, proposed 
by the American Copyright League for the 
better protection of foreign works, might be¬ 
come a law. 


AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIA¬ 
TION. 

SAN FRANCISCO BRANCH OF DEPT. OF 
CALIFORNIA. 

The booksellers, newsdealers and stationers 
of San Francisco, on June 4, associated them¬ 
selves together, forming a local branch of the 
American Booksellers’ Association to be 
known as the San Francisco Branch of the 
Department of California. The roll .was 
started with fourteen charter members, and 
will be materially increased before July 1, 
1901. Officers and members of the executive 
committee were elected and a constitution and 
by-laws adopted. 

The following officers were elected for the 
ensuing term: A. M. Robertson, president; 
F. H. Fassett, vice-president; A. B. Pierson, 
treasurer; F. M. DeWitt, secretary, with the 
following executive committee: C. J. Galla¬ 
gher, D. P. Elder, J. F. Snelling. 

Everything is now in shape to carry out the 
plans as put forth by both the American 
Booksellers’ Association and the American 
Publishers’ Association. 

The best of feeling prevailed throughout 
the meeting. The new organization has been 
officially reported by the secretary. 


SUIT AGAINST HALL CAINE. 

The London correspondent of the Tribune 
cables: A controversy has arisen over the 
publication of Hall Caine’s ‘‘The Eternal 
City” in the Lady's Magazine, where it has 
appeared serially since December. The pub¬ 
lishers of the magazine have begun suit against 
Mr. Caine for $5000, or one-half of the money 
already paid for the serial rights. They have 
also omitted the instalment of the story in the 
June number of the magazine, which has been 
printed, but not yet issued. At bottom this 
is another dispute over the publishers’ right 
to edit work which a novelist is under con¬ 
tract to write. 

The Pearsons claim that the passages to 
which they object are on moral grounds un¬ 
suitable for publication in the Lady's Maga¬ 
zine. Caine replies that these are passages of 
the highest morality, and that to omit them 
would be to lower immeasurably the moral 
tone of the whole book. He refuses also on 
moral grounds to alter his work in any de¬ 


gree, and takes his stand on that issue, his 
counsel having given a strong opinion in his 
favor. 

The passage cited as objectionable con¬ 
tain less than twenty thousand words, or a 
hundredth part of the whole novel. The au¬ 
thor granted to the publishers full permission 
to omit this hundredth part. They replied 
that they couM not do that without injuring 
the sequence of the story, and called upon 
him to rewrite this hundredth part for their 
approval. This Caine declined to do, and the 
publishers brought an action and suspended 
the publication of the story. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

SIR WALTER BESANT. 

Sir Walter Besant died June 10 from in¬ 
fluenza at his home in Hampstead, England. 
Though best known as a novelist, Besant had 
done notable work in almost every depart¬ 
ment of literature. Walter Besant was born 
at Portsmouth in 1838. His father was a 
merchant in good circumstances, who sent all 
his three sons to Cambridge, where Besant 
took high honors. His boyhood was spent 
among books, and from his tenth year he was 
familiar with the best the English language af¬ 
fords. Shakespeare, Milton, John Bunyan, 
Pope and Addison laid the foundation upon 
which later the prophets Tennyson, Carlyle, 
Maurice and Kingsley builded, and they all 
opened to him the book of man, which he 
studied unceasingly to the day of his death. 

At an early age Besant excelled in math¬ 
ematics and languages, and things theological 
were always a favorite study. For some time 
he was destined for the church, but after 
taking the highest honors in mathematics at 
Cambridge he accepted an appointment in the 
colonies, and went as Senior Professor of 
Mathematics to the Royal Colloge in the 
Island of Mauritius. He returned to England 
on leave of absence after seven years and de¬ 
cided to stay there, and he then entered the 
field of letters by the gate of journalism. 
After years of unremittent work he produced 
his first book in 1868, “Studies in Early 
French Poetry,” a subject he had studied ex¬ 
haustively in Mauritius, and he had the good 
fortune to have his first book accepted by the 
Macmillans. During this time Besant was 
secretary of the Palestine Exploration Fund, 
and did hard and telling work in this office. 
In 1871 Besant entered into a literary partner¬ 
ship with James Rice, which lasted until 
Rice’s death in 1882, and together they wrote 
the books by which Besant’s name is known 
to the largest circle of readers: “Ready 
Money Mortiboy,” “My Little Girl,” “With 
Harp and Crown,” “This Son of Vulcan,” 
“The Golden Butterfly,” “The Monks of Thel- 
ema.” “By Celia’s Arbour,” “The Chaplain 
of the Fleet,” and “The Seamy Side,” which 
was the last book recognized as the work of 
both authors, although “All Sorts and Con¬ 
ditions of Men,” published after Mr. Rice’s 
death, was in part outlined by both working 
together. Besant was the writer of the firm, 
while Rice conceived the plots and arranged 
for the publication of the books after they 
were completed. 
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No writer since Dickens has written novels 
that have so aimed at bettering the condition 
of the poor, and Besant also did telling work 
as champion of authors, and became first 
chairman of the Society of Authors, by which 
a much better understanding has been brought 
about between authors and publishers. Re¬ 
cently Besant has chiefly written on the Brit¬ 
ish Empire and on London. His last pub¬ 
lished book on “East London’’ appeared in 
the spring. Walter Besant became Sir Walter 
in 1895 at the time of the Queen’s Jubilee, an 
honor conferred in appreciation for his lit¬ 
erary work and his constant efforts for the 
improvement of the people, to which the 
“People’s Palace” is a more lasting monu¬ 
ment. In 1893 Besant visited the United 
States, and his feeling towards America was 
always of the warmest. A historical novel 
entitled “The Lady of Lynn” will be issued 
by Dodd, Mead & Company in the fall. Be¬ 
sant was a prolific writer, and the complete 
list of his books cannot be given here. 

ROBERT BUCHANAN. 

Monday, June 10, also brought to a close 
the life of the Scottish poet and novelist, Rob¬ 
ert Buchanan, who had led a life full of 
Struggle and controversy. Robert Buchanan 
was born August 18, 1841. He was a man of 
rugged force and honesty, who at times be¬ 
came indiscreet and put himself often in the 
wrong. His first volume, “Undertones,” ap¬ 
peared in 1863, but his first distinct success 
was “Idyls and Legends of Invorburn,” in 
1865. Poems, plays, novels and criticism 
came from his pen in bewildering profusion. 
His best known play was “Sophia,” a dram¬ 
atization of Tom Jones, which had a run of 
500 nights. His best novel is “God and the 
Man,” a story of the Napoleonic era. In 1871 
he published in the Contemporary Review, 
under the pseudonym of Thomas Maitland, 
an attack “On the Fleshly School of Poetry,'* 
which led to a bitter controversy with Swin¬ 
burne and Rossetti. In 1876 he undertook 
the championship of Walt Whitman, and 
wrote a notorious letter, calling America to 
account for its failure to recognize and crown 
“the good gray poet” as its representative 
genius. The letter was resented not only by 
the American public, but by Whitman himself.

“An American Anthology,’’ by E. C. Sted- 
man (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.), 126 votes. 

“Alice of Old Vincennes,” by Maurice

“Eleanor.” by Mrs. Humphry Ward (Har¬ 
per & Brothers^. to8 votes.

Paul Laurence Dunbar says of “Ralph 
Marlowe“The story interested me and 
moved me deeply. It smacks thoroughly of 
the soil. The author’s description of an Ohio 
campaign is great; and I could imagine my¬ 
self back in Dayton, running after the band 
when there was ‘speakin’ ’ at the fair grounds 
or court house. I thank the author for the 
good work he has done in the book.” 

President Faunce, of Brown University, 
thus estimates the Dreyfus book: “I have 
been reading with deep interest ‘Five Years 
of My Life.’ As the experience of a single 
individual, it is of great and permanent in¬ 
terest; but as an episode in modern history it 
throws a lurid light on the conditions, social 
and political, which now prevail in Continental 
Europe. It deserves the study of all who 
would understand their time. 

Senator Chauncey M. Depew, who is a 
historian as well as a statesman, has written 
Francis W. Halsey an appreciative letter 
about “The Old New York Frontier,” of 
which the following is an extract: “It is the 
most interesting sketch of the early settlement 
of central New York yet written. You have 
given an unusual charm to the picturesque 
story of that early period and rescued from 
oblivion many and important facts relating to 
the founders of New York. ‘The Old New 
York Frontier’ is timely and valuable.’ ”

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NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

F. Marion Crawford's sister, Mrs. Fraser, 
has written a novel called “Mama’s Mutiny/’ 
the scenes of which are laid in Japan. As the 
wife of a former British Minister to Japan, 
Mrs. Fraser acquired an intimate knowledge 
of that beguiling land. 

Charles M. Flandrau, author of “The 
Diary of a Freshman,” (Doubleday, Page & 
Co.,) comes of strenuous ancestry. His 
great-uncle was commander-in-chief of the 
United States Army, his father was a supreme 
court judge of Minnesota, and his family rec¬ 
ord is a long line of lawyers and soldiers, dat¬ 
ing from the early days of the Huguenots. 

The recent reception of Brander Matthews 
into the London Athenaeum Club, after eigh¬ 
teen years of waiting, is an honor of no mean 
importance. Professor Matthews was orig¬ 
inally nominated by Matthew Arnold nearly 
a score of years ago.- When it is remem 
bered what a long and honorable waiting list 
belongs to “the” Athenaeum one realizes the 
rarity of admission to its membership. 

There have been several translations of 
Booker T. Washington’s autobiography, “Up 
from Slavery” (Doubleday, Page & Co.), but 
now word comes that it is going to appear 
soon as a book in a native tongue of India. 
Already several chapters have appeared in the 
“Kankale-i-Hind” (The Star of India), a 
weekly paper widely read by Indian Chris¬ 
tians. The translator’s name is Lilavati 
Singli. 

Margaret Horton Potter, the author of 
“The House of De Mailly” (Harper), is the 
twenty-year-old daughter of a wealthy and 
distinguished Chicago man. This is her third 
book. At the age of seventeen Miss Potter 
wrote a novel of Chicago life called “A So¬ 
cial Lion.” The book attracted so much at¬ 
tention that social Chicago was stirred to its 
depths. The next year she published a book 
entitled “Uncanonized,” treating of life it 
court and in the Catholic monasteries in Eng¬ 
land during the reign of King John. 

Mary Catherine Crowley, whose novel, 
“A Daughter of New France,” is said by Lit¬ 
tle, Brown & Company to be meeting with ap¬ 
preciation, first conceived the idea of her 
story in 1894, while travelling in Quebec and 
Montreal. Her acquaintance among old 
French-Canadian families and her researches 
among pages of old memoirs and histories 
furnished the groundwork of her romance, 
which deals with Cadillac and his adven¬ 
turous career. A great portion of the novel 
pictures the early days of the French settle¬ 
ment of Detroit, or, in the words of the au¬ 
thor, the object of the book is “to go back to 
the treasure-houses of French-Canadian his¬ 
tory, Quebec and Montreal; to sketch the so¬ 
ciety of the city of Champlain at the end of 
the seventeenth and the beginning of the 
eighteenth centuries; to picture the brilliant 
Gascon chevalier who laid the foundation of 
our American city of Detroit, with his com¬ 
pany of sturdy voyageurs coureurs de bois, 
sons of proud seigneurs, and the women who 
loved them and shared their fortunes.” 


BIBILIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

William Adam Slade, of the Library of 
Congress, has in preparation a “Complete 
Bibliography of Alfred the Great,” which he 
hopes to finish in time for the millennial cele¬ 
bration of the death of King Alfred. The lit¬ 
erature for this celebration is reaching impor¬ 
tant proportions and is very valuable. 

La Bibliofilia, the organ of Italian book¬ 
worms, gives an account of the “smallest li¬ 
brary in the world.” It is the property of a 
mining engineer named Salomoni, a noted 
bibliophilist. It is not “small” in the number, 
but only in the size of its contents, for his 
library contains nearly 1500 volumes. There 
was a rage in Holland in the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury for the collection of “Lilliput editions,” 
as they were then called, and as the demand 
brought about the production, the Dutch 
printing presses issued a considerable quan¬ 
tity of tiny volumes. Hence the greater por¬ 
tion of Sig. Salomoni’s collection is supplied 
from the old printers of Leyden, The Hague, 
Amsterdam and other Dutch towns. The 
most ancient of his minute volumes, however, 
is a fine specimen of sixteenth century print¬ 
ing. It is smaller in size than an ordinary 
postage stamp, but has 160 pages, and is four 
millimeters in thickness.

printer and type-founder. An unpublished 
portrait is also to appear in the volume. 

Henry Holt & Co. have just issued “Our 
Friend the Charlatan,” by George Gissing, in 
which the hero is indebted for a bio-socio¬ 
logical theory to “La Cite Moderne,” by Jean 
Izoulet. Under a well-told story George 
Gissing has again shown his deep knowledge 
of human nature and his irresistible humor 
and satire. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. will have in about a 
fortnight “Nietzsche as Critic, Philosopher, 
Poet and Prophet,” being selections from his 
works by Thomas Common, with portrait of 
Nietzsche. Besides selections from his works, 
the volume will contain a critical study of 
Nietzsche, which will help American readers 
to understand the man and his writings. 

Robert G. Cooke, New York, has issued 
“Remembrances of Emerson,” by John Albee, 
author of “Prose Idyls,” who first met Emer¬ 
son in 1852, when he was a student at Phil ¬ 
lips Academy, Andover. He gives a fine pic¬ 
ture of what Emerson was to the young men 
of his time, and also describes Thoreau, whom 
he met at the Emerson house in Concord. 

Henry Holt & Co. say that Anthony Hope’s 
“Rupert of Hentzau,” which they have just 
printed for the thirteenth time, though now in 
its third year, has sold more than twice as 
many copies so far in 1901 as it sold in the 
same twenty-two weeks of 1900. The recent 
addition of Hope’s “Father Stafford” to their 
' list makes eight of his books in their hands. 

Henry C. Lea’s “History of the Inquisi¬ 
tion in the Middle Ages” is to appear in a 
German translation which has been entrusted 
to Prof. Joseph Hansen, Director of Archives 
at Cologne. A French translation by Solo¬ 
mon Reinach attracted much attention in Eu¬ 
rope, and several applications have been made 
for the privilege of translation into other 
languages. 

Woodward & Lothrop expect to issue some 
time this fall a unique addition to the publi¬ 
cations of Walt Whitman, namely, the descrip¬ 
tion in Whitman’s own words of Lafayette’s 
visit to Brooklyn in 1825, and his recollec¬ 
tions of the same. It does not appear in any 
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of the collected editions of Whitman’s works. 
Woodward & Lothrop have the original holo¬ 
graph manuscript. 

G. W. Dillingham Co. will issue in Sep¬ 
tember Sir Edwin Arnold’s new epic poem, 
entitled “The Voyage of Ithobal,” dealing 
with the circumnavigation of Africa by the 
Phoenicians 600 years before Christ. The 
poem is composed in the same metre as “The 
Light of Asia” and “The Light of the 
World.” The poem has been entirely dic¬ 
tated since the author became blind. 

The Scribners have just received a cable 
dispatch from Nijni Novgorod, in Russia, 
signifying that arrangements have been com¬ 
pleted for the translation into English of a 
novel by Maxim Gorky, the young Russian 
writer, who has created a profound sensation 
in Russia. The novel in question is his lat¬ 
est, and is entitled “Foma Gordyeeff.” The 
translation will be made by Miss Isabel Hap- 
good. 

Frederick Warne & Co. will issue during 
the fall “The Fate of Endilloe,” a Cornish 
story, by Silas K. Hocking; “Kitty’s Victoria 
Cross,” a new story by Robert Cromie; and 
a new edition of John Strange Winter’s ever- 
popular “Bootle’s Baby” and “Houp-La!” 
They will also issue John Doe’s “Bridge Man¬ 
ual,” “The Poker Manual,” and the seventh 
edition of Lee’s “Guide to the Game of 
Checkers.” 

John Lane announces that there are only 
60 complete sets left of The International 
Studio, which was published from March, 
1887, to April, 1891. These numbers contain 
over 4400 illustrations, many of which are of 
decorative interiors, stained and leaded glass 
and metal work, and there are also upwards 
of 180 color supplements. The Studio will 
be sent to any one on receipt of the price, 
which is nominal. 

The Macmillan Co. already announces the 
140th thousand of “The Crisis,” published 
three weeks ago to-day, and both publishers 
and author may be congratulated upon a suc¬ 
cess of merit. “The Crisis” should be read 
by every American who lived through the 
Civil War and even more by the younger gen¬ 
eration, too much inclined to ignore the deeds 
of their fathers and to think of Decoration 
Day only as a day of relaxation and amuse¬ 
ment. 

An unpublished hymn written by Henry 
W. Longfellow has been discovered among 
the private letters at the Longfellow home in 
Cambridge. It is entitled “Christo et Eccle- 
siae,” and was written for the dedication of 
Appleton Chapel, Harvard University, which 
took place on October 17, 1858. The family 
do not wish to give out the poem for publi¬ 
cation just now. It is possible, however, that 
it will be published soon in the Harvard 
Graduates’ Magazine. 

The two hundredth anniversary of Kidd’s 
execution (May 24. 1701) has led the Broun- 
Green Company, of this city, to reprint “Ye 
Lamentable Ballad and Ye True Historic of 
Captaine Robert Kidd” in an artistic manner, 
with marginal notes and marginal drawings 
by Mr. W. T. Aldrich. The attractive pam¬ 


phlet is principally intended for private circu¬ 
lation, but a few copies of the small edition 
remain, and may be had at the modest price 
of twenty-five cents. 

L. C. Page & Co. announce one of the best 
girls’ books of the year, “’Tilda Jane,” by 
Marshall Saunders, author of “Beautiful 
Joe;” and have just ready “Antonia,” a story 
of the Dutch settlement of New York by the 
Dutch; “A Sunny Southerner,” by Julia Ma- 
gruder; and “Manasseh,” by Maurus Jokai, 
all fully illustrated. They will also issue 
shortly “She Stands Alone,” the story of Pi¬ 
late’s wife, by Mark Ashton; and “My Strang¬ 
est Case,” by Guy Boothby. 

An autograph letter of George Washing¬ 
ton, dated 1766, was found among some waste 
paper stock at the Bryant paper mill, Kala 
mazoo. It was written to Captain James J. 
Jamieson, a New York merchant, asking for 
boat freight rates on a quantity of flour. Two 
copies of The ‘Federal Gazette and The Balti¬ 
more Advertiser over one hundred years old, 
and an autograph letter of Robert Morris, of 
Philadelphia, dated 1703, were also found. 
The waste paper came from Philadelphia. 

Thomas Whittaker has just ready “A 
Religion That Will Wear,” a layman’s con¬ 
fession of faith addressed to agnostics by a 
Scotch Presbyterian; “Types of Christian 
Life,” contributed to the Small Books on 
Great Subjects Seres by the Rev. E. Griffith- 
Jones; “A Century of Progress in Religious 
Thought,” by Walter F. Adeney; “The 
Church of the Reconstruction,” by the Rev. 
Edward Skagen; and “The Faith of Cen¬ 
turies,” by Canon H. Scott-Holland, Bishop 
of Rochester. 

A religious novel, and one with a purpose, 
is the description frankly applied to “The 
Vicar of St. Luke’s,” by Sibyl Creed, to be 
published immediately by Longmans, Green 
& Co. It is said to narrate how two English 
clergymen, starting from similar positions, 
became one a Broad Churchman, the other a 
Roman Catholic. A new. edition of “Three 
Northern Love Stories,” translated from the 
Icelandic by Eirikr Magnusson and William 
Morris^ is also ready for publication. The 
first edition appeared in 1875. 

J. B. Lippincott Co. now have in press and 
will publish early in July a new novel by 
George Moore, the Irish writer whose novel 
“Esther Waters,” was a literary sensation. 
The book is entitled “Sister Teresa,” and is 
a sequel to “Evelyn Innes,” which will also 
be remembered as an exceedingly strong 
novel. The same firm will publish a new vol¬ 
ume of the Variorum edition of Shakespeare, 
edited by Dr. Horace Howard Furness. This 
will be the thirteenth volume in the edition, 
and will be devoted to “Twelfth Night.” 

Lothrop Publishing Company has in press 
for publication about the middle of June a 
romance of American politics entitled “J. 
Devlin—Boss.” by Francis Churchill Will¬ 
iams, a writer whose work heretofore has been 
confined to short stories. The new novel 
deals with the politician in an original man¬ 
ner, depicting the “boss” as the hero of a 
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love story, a defender of women, honorable 
in his private dealings, yet determined and 
unscrupulous in his role as a leader of men. 
The book will be attractively bound, with 
portrait drawings by Carleton. 

Harper & Brothers have been fortunate in 
the appreciation abroad of several of their 
publications. W. A. Paton’s “Picturesque 
Sicily” is now in process of publication in 
Italy, and a German edition of this beautiful 
and useful book is also under way. August 
Filon has translated Lord Rosebery’s “Na¬ 
poleon, the Last Phase” into French; and Van 
Tassel Sutphen’s “The Cardinal’s Rose” has 
been issued in England, and is now being 
translated into German by Carl Radlauer, of 
Berlin. Though not a year old, the latter 
book has gone into its ninth edition. 

Wilcox's “History of the War in the Philip, 
pines” has been having a phenomenal sale in 
the Western States during the last few weeks. 
This is due largely to the fact that in the West 
the conditions of the Philippine Islands and 
the causes of American conquest and enter¬ 
prise there are better understood and more 
keenly sympathized with than in the East. 
It has been granted on all sides that Mr. Wil¬ 
cox’s “History” contains more information 
about the Philippines from the beginning than 
any other account that has so far been written.

John J. Wynne, 27 and 29 West 16th 
Street, New York, is the agent for Father 
Algue, director of the famous observatory at 
Manila, for the sale of the remaining 800 sets 
of the government publication “El Archipel¬ 
ago Filipino,” issued in two volumes in Span¬ 
ish.

All the maps of the atlas which ac¬ 
companies the work were drawn by native 
Filipinos. The government gave Father 
Algue 1000 copies, two hundred of which are 
sold. The profits from the sale are to be for 
the benefit of the observatory of which he is 
head. 

D. Appleton & Co. are meeting with great 
success for their novels “The Luck of the 
Vails,” by E. F. Benson, and “The Curious 
Courtship of Kate Poins,” by Louis Evan 
Shipman. A new novel is in preparation for 
the Tozvn and Country Library, entitled 
“From the Unsounded Sea,” by Nellie K. 
Blissett, author of “The Wisdom of the Sim¬ 
ple.” A remarkable volume of history by 
Martin A. S. Hume is also soon to appear, 
entitled “Treason and Plot,” which will deal 
with the struggles for Catholic supremacy m 


the last years of Queen Elizabeth, from 1593 
to 1603. 

The first part of the second volume of the 
“Book of Book-Plates” is just ready. It con¬ 
tains literary contributions by Oliver Bath, 
James Guthrie, Richard Stewart, Cynthia 
Shuttleworth, Cyril Elliston, the editor, and 
others; two special supplements by Ferdinand 
Khnopff and Emil Orlik ; the first of a series 
of portraits of ancient and modern book¬ 
plate designers, by Gordon Craig; and exam¬ 
ples of the work of D. Y. Cameron, James 
Guthrie, Jay Chambers, Julius Diez, Wilbur 
M. Stone, W. J. Jordan, A. D. Carse, Joseph 
W. Simpson, L. Beulah Mitchell, John S. M. 
Ressich, and many others. There are 500 
copies for sale in Europe and 150 copies for 
America. 

The three volumes of Pratt’s “America’s 
Story for America’s Children” that have al¬ 
ready appeared, have met with so marked 
favor that all school people will be interested 
to know that the series will be completed dur¬ 
ing the summer by the publication of the 
fourth volume, devoted to the “Later Col¬ 
onial Period,” and the fifth volume, treating 
of the “Revolution and the Foundations of the 
Republic.” One excellent feature of this se¬ 
ries is that the illustrations really illustrate 
and are from authentic sources. Dr. Pratt’s 
charming and animated style is too well 
known to need praise. The publishers of 
“America’s story for America’s Children” are 
D. C. Heath & Company. 

Frank Hollings, of 7 Great Turnstile, Hol- 
born, will shortly issue, in a limited edition, 
an enlarged reprint of the “Notes for a Bib¬ 
liography of Edward FitzGerald,” by Colonel 
W. F. Prideaux, of which a few copies were 
printed for private circulation last year. In 
addition to a bibliographical list of all the 
works which were published or privately 
printed during the lifetime of FitzGerald, this 
edition will contain somes notes on Crabbe, 
which have never been previously reprinted 
in England, and a characteristic view of 
FitzGerald seated at his harmonium, from a 
sketch by the late Charles Keene, in the pos¬ 
session of Mr. Bain, of the Haymarket, who 
has kindly undertaken its reproduction. A 
few copies will be struck off on large paper, 
with the frontispiece on Japanese vellum. 

Little, Brown & Co. have issued “When 
the Gates Lift Up Their Heads,” by Payne 
Erskine, a story of the seventies dealing with 
the negro problem in the United States. The 
book is written to prove that no part of the 
human family can afford to hold any other 
part of it in contempt, and to show the con¬ 
ditions that must be faced in our land with a 
race of black men in the heart of its common¬ 
wealth, Mongolians pressing in from the West, 
American Indians slowly increasing in num¬ 
ber, and the people from all the islands of 
the sea becoming part and parcel of its body 
politic. They also announce the 15th thou¬ 
sand of “Truth Dexter,” by Sidney McCall ; 
and the fifth edition of Mrs. Goodwin’s “Sir 
Christopher.” “Truth Dexter” took its place 
among the six best selling books in May ac¬ 
cording to the record of the June Bookman. 
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Drexel Biddle's publication, “The Octave,” 
by W. E. Norris, is selling remarkably well 
in England. In this country the author’s 
“Giles Ingilby” seems better to strike the pub¬ 
lic taste. It is selling better than when first 
published two years ago. A new work to 
which the publisher looks with confidence is 
“Life and How to Live It,” by Auretta Roys 
Aldrich, who tries to make clear how the 
higher life rests in great measure upon a 
sound, healthy body, and who is said to make 
very plain her explanations of how to attain 
such a foundation for a happy life. The pub¬ 
lisher has also ready “Bigg’s Bar and Other 
Klondike Ballads,” a volume of humorous 
poetry dealing with life in Dawson and 
around the creeks from which the cry of 
“Gold” sounded so loud a year or two ago. 
The author is Howard V. Sutherland, the 
Californian author of “Jacinta.” 

The forthcoming novel, “Mills of God,” by 
a new writer, Elinor M. Lane, has offered an 
occasion for a charming co-operation by the 
author’s artist friends in a wholly original 
scheme of illustration. The time of the ro¬ 
mance is the late eighteenth century in Vir¬ 
ginia and in London, and the illustrations are 
apparently contemporary portraits of the prin¬ 
cipal characters executed in varying mediums. 
There is a beautiful miniature portrait of 
Lady Grafton, the central figure, and a bas- 
relief of another character actually modelled 
by H. H. Kitson, the well-known sculptor.
